The marriage of Gen. Clark’s parents, according to a re- 
port in The Tucson Daily Citizen was solemnized here in 1894 
and Mark, their child, was born at Madison Barracks, N. Y. 


The Post learned of Gen. Clark’s Jewish ancestry through 
Rabbi Floyd Fierman of Temple Mount Sinai in El Paso, Tex., 
who is conducting research on the history of the Jews of the 
Southwest. In his work, he was put in contact with Harry A. 
Drachman, of this city, who is known as a historian. 


Asked by The Post about the Ezekiels family, Drachman 
said he knew them intimately, since he escorted the youngest 
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daughter, Zettie, to many parties. He said he lived near the 


Ezekiels home. 


Until the marriage to Col. Charles C, Clark, who was sta- 
tioned at Ft. Huachuca, Rebecca remained Jewish, Drachman 
related. He was unable to say whether she ever became con- 


verted to Christianity. 


Drachman said he thought that the couple’s first son was 
named Mark after Mrs. Clark’s father.

Jewish Missionary Advertises 3,000 Seats: Only 100 Show Up NighilyRa!

BESSEMER, Ala. (NJP) — A Jewish lawyer 
turned Christian revivalist spoke to empty seats 
during his recent three-week evangelistic stint in the 
Cowbarn of the Alabama State Fairgrounds on the 
outskirts of nearby Birmingham. 

Dr. Hyman J. Appleman addressed audiences of 
no more than 100 at any one revival meeting, though 
paid advertising in the daily press had urged people 
to come early before the 3,000 portable seats were 
all taken. 

Rabbi J. S. Gallinger, spiritual leaders of Temple 
Beth-E] here, who out of curiosity had attended one 
of the rallies, told The Post that “There no longer 
is any need to be concerned about the effect of 
Hyman Appleman.” 

Rabbi Gallinger, editor and publisher of The Jew- 
ish Monitor, the only Anglo-Jewish newspaper in 
Alabama, said of Appleman that “As a revivalist he 
leaves us cold, and as a convert makes us feel sad.” 


” Appleman, 49 years old, was born in Russia. At 
the age of 14, his parents brought him to the U.S., 
where they settled in ne Here he attended De 
Paul University. 

Brought up as an Orthodox Jew, Appleman be- 
came a convert at the age of 23, and at 25 joined the 
Baptist church. 

He received his Christian training at the South- 
western Baptist Theological Seminary, Fort Worth, 
Tex. He has served as minister of the Highland Park 
Baptist Church, Chattanooga, Tenn. 

In one of the first interviews (NJP, Oct. 8, 1948) 
given by Hebrew-Christians with the Anglo-Jewish 
press Appleman had estimated that in his 18 years 
of preaching he had converted some 150 Jews. “My 
sincere work is not appreciated,” the former lawyer, 
who has advertised himself as “the little Jew with 
the Big Jesus,” said. “Jews are intolerant and yet 
in the event of a Hitler-type coup in the U.S., we 
Hebrew-Christians would be the first to suffer.” 


Rabbi Gallinger, describing Appleman’s activities 
to The Post and later in an editorial in Fhe Jewish 
Monitor, said, “In listening to Appleman’s sermon 
you are struck with one great paradox. In preaching 
Christianity, he emphasizes his Jewishness.” 

“In practically two out of every three sentences,” 
Rabbi Gallinger reported, “Appleman refers to his 
Jewish parents, his study of Judaism in a Russian 
cheder, his beloved rabbi, the Hebrew neighbors and 
friends of his childhood, his escape from anti-Jewish 
pogroms, the symbols used in the ritual of syna- 
gogue service and home worship.” 

Rabbi Gallinger felt that Appleman’s message 
would not command much attention from Christians 
had he been born a Christian. 

“He derives most of his effectiveness from the 
fact that he is a convert from Judaism.” 

He added that instead of worrying about Dr. 
Appleman’s effect upon Jews, “let us rather feel 
sorry fer a man who seeks escape from his personal 
problems by running away from them.”

Rabbi Lelyveld spent a month in Israel and West 
ern Europe negotiating the purchase of a Hillel build- 
ing at the Habrew University. 

He told The Post that the spiritual and psychic 
contrast between Israel and the Western world was 
but one of the many differences which show “the 
crying need for a bridge of understanding between 
Israel and the Jewish world outside of it.” 

In his addresses before B’nai B’rith audiences in 
Tel Aviv, Haifa and Jerusalem, Rabbi Lelyveld said 
that in order to build such a bridge, it was necessary 
for the Israelis to make an effort to understand the 
psychology of the American Jew who intends to re 
main in America. 

They must know, he said, that American Jews, 
much as they identify themselves with Israel, have 
positive reasons to remain in America. 

“We have the sense of participation in the great 
American adventure,” he told his Israeli audience, 
“and our effort to live creatively as Jews and to 
make a distinctive and enriching contribution to

American life as Jews is part of that adventure and 
is indeed essential to its fulfillment.” 

He said that American Jews, along with Isaiah 
and Hillel and Yehuda Halevi and Herzl counted as 
their spiritual ancestors Jefferson and Lincoln, and 
even Walt Whitman. 

“Whether we are justified or not,’ Rabbi Lely- 
veld said in his talk, “we American Jews have no 
sense of insecurity or of a non-participating role in 
the American adventure.” 

He continued, “American young people will come 
to Israel not because they are fleeing from America, 
but because they have been warmed by the glow of 
your of consecration and because they 
have come to understand that you too are engaged 
in a great and worthwhile task, and because they 
want to become part of the great work of building 
in which you are engaged.” 

“American young peopie must come to know the 
needs of the State of Israel,” he declared, “the need 
for teachers, for doctors, for technicians, for engi- 
neers, for administrators, for skilled industrial man- 
agers and for business executives, and they must 
come because they want to contribute toward fill- 
ing that need.” 

Rabbi Lelyveld said he saw in B'nai B’rith, as a 
great non-partisan forum comprising Jews of all 
ideologies, an effective agency in the building of the 
two-way bridge in America.

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Anti-Defamation League Official Warns of ‘Rash of Violence’ in U.S. 


ATLANTA, Ga. (NJP)—A leading spokesman for 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai Brith last 
week predicted that unless racial and religious ten- 
sions are ameliorated, during the coming decade 
there may well be a rash of violence all over the 
U.S. 

In an exclusive interview with The Southern Ts- 
raelite here, Alex F. Miller, southern director of the 
ADL, declared that 
the pattern of ter- 
rorism is_ spread-

DECADE OF UNREST 
He warned that the nation must expect at leasi a 


decade of social unrest, carrying the seeds of viol- 
ence. 

Rapid changes are being made in social mores, he 
explained, especially in the south. 

Each step in the march toward a more democratic 
society, he continued, draws opposition from “polite” 
gambling to open protest and violence. 

The ADL executive pointed out that housing has 
been the source of more tension than any other 
single factor, whether in Cicero, Ill., or at Carver 
Village, in Miami. 

DEPRAVED MINDS 

“Depraved minds are imitative minds,” Miller said, 
turning to the pattern of dynamiting the terrorism 
has taken. 

He said that widespread publicity given to terror 
bombings over the part two years, mostly in the 
South, has fixed dynamite in the minds of racia] and 
religious terrorists. 

Twenty years ago these minds turned instinctively 
to lynching as.an outlet for hate. Ten and five years 
ago they would flog. More recently they have revi- 
ved a wave of grave, synagogue and church desecra- 
tions. 

Now they turn to dynamite, Miller said. 

Bombing, he believes, is particularly suited to the 
warped minds which Miller predicted will continue 
to cause trouble during the coming decade. 


The bomb is a coward’s weapon, he said. It can 
be planted at night, allowing the terrorist to work 
without showing his face. 

COUNTERATTACK 

Miller outlined a three-point program for private 
citizens and law-enforcement officers, designed to 
ease the expected tension. 

First, citizens, officers and groups striving for 
better understanding should study their communit- 
ies to spot trouble before it break out. 

Second, law enforcement agencies must be pre- 
pared to cope with any rash of incidents. Miller 
pointed to a case in Atlanta where prompt action by 
the Solicitor General Paul Webb in securing the in- 
dictment of Ku Klux Klan leader, C. H. “Chuck” 
Klein, following the bombing of a Negro home, put 
an end to such incidents. 

Miller warned that the scare attacks must not be 
made the excuse for a revival of vigilanteeism. “In- 
vestigation and partrolling in such cases are affairs 
for regular law enforcement officers and nobody 
else,” he said. 

Third, state laws and city ordinances controlling 
the use of explosives should be reviewed. After the 
recent series of bombing in the Miami area, for ex- 
ample, two suburbs and Miami itself enacied strict 
explosive control acts.

Rabbi Jermone Unger, execu- 
tive director of the AZC told The 
Post that there was strong feel- 
ing in the Council to press for 
direct talks only if German 
demonstrates “sincerity and will- 
jagness to make restitution.”

ORTHODOX SHOULD RECONCILE 
PREACHMENT-PRACTICE DIFFERENCES

We pointed out that it is understandable 
how the average layman, blissfully unaware of 
the contents of the list, might accept without 
question the pronouncement of his leaders re- 
garding the eternal nature of the law.

I GRANT that starting with the premise of HELEN COHEN 
the God-given quality of the Torah on which 
they feel it is necessary to maintain their stand, it is possible to 
develop blind spots or to speak of interpretation,” but blind spots 
ean cover only so much territory.

S FOR The Thirteen Principles of Faith, it appears that Jews 

are as lacking in knowledge of their contents as of the 613 
Commandments. 

Does Mrs. Diskind know that the Principles were compiled 
by Maimonides and that at least three, if not more, would be 
shall we say difficult to accept today (showing the progress Juda- 
ism has made since the time of Rambam): 

(1) Prineiple 12—concerning the coming of the Messiah, “We 
are to believe and affirm that the Messiah will come.” 

(2) Principle 13—“We are to believe in the coming of the 
resurrection of the dead’ (Maimonides restricted this eventuality 
only to the “righteous”). 

(3) Principle 6—Prophecy: “... in the human species are to be 
found individuals possessed of qualities that are excellent and 
perfect in the extreme, their souls being so disposed as to take 
on the Form of Reason, this human reason thereupon uniting 
with the Active Intellect from which significant emanations pro- 
eeed towards it—such men being Prophets and such being the 
nature and manner of Prophecy .. .” 

So that there be no misunderstanding, Mrs. Diskind, it was 
not I but Rabbi S. Weinberger of Babylon, N.Y., who, in his re- 
puttal of Maurice Goldstone, brushed aside the many specific re- 
ferences Mr. Goldstone listed from earlier sources. If Rabbi Wein- 
berger had wanted to correct Mr. Goldstone on the contents of the 
“vast literature” he could have done so at that time. 


FINAL illustration, in the hope of clearing up such State- 

ments (which have appeared before) as Mrs. Diskind’s “to 
be sure there are mitzvot that depend on conditions which, sadly, 
do not exist today .. .” 

These statements leave us with the impression that given 
favorable conditions they might once again be practiced. 

This is contrary to the stand of modernists who say that while 
some of the Commandments have lasting value, others definitely 
have been outgrown with the passing of time. 

Suppose we examine closely one of those which we insist— 
as part of the group referring to sacrifices—are outdated. (Bear 
in mind that at the time, over 2,000 years ago, it was practical, 
as surrounding nations considered it proper to sacrifice not only 
animals, but also humans, to their many gods. ) 

Commandment 55 is on slaughtering the Passover-lamb of- 
fering. According to the Mishna (in a translation by Rabbi Charles 
B. Chavel, formerly of Louisville, Ky., in his translation of Mai- 
monides’ “The Book of Divine Commandments” (Sefer Ha-Mitz- 
vot): 

“The Passover-offering was slaughtered ‘by the people) in 
three groups ... When the first group entered in and the Temple 
Court was filled, the gates of the Temple Court were closed... 
The priests stood in rows and in their hands were basins of silver 
and basins of gold ... An Israelite slaughtered his (own) offer- 
ing and the priest caught the blood. The priest passed the basin 
to his fellow, and he to his fellow, each receiving a full basin and 
giving back an empty one. The priest nearest to the Altar tossed 
the blood in one action against the base (of the Altar)...”

The sen- 
tence reads “Kohanei Shluchei 
D’Rachmano Ninhu” (Kohanim 
are the messengers of God). 
This flattering quotation was 
used aS a synonym of the name 
Cohen.

Golden's Picture of Southern Jewry Unrelieved 


HAT the level of Jewish life in the South 
in recent years is not too high comes as 
no revelation. 

Yet the picture painted by Harry L. Golden 
of the slow Christianization of Southern Jewry 
and the effects of the Jew’s rejection by the 
non-Jew, is not a pretty one. 

Golden’s portrait is almost unrelieved. 

Those aspects of Southern Jewish life which 
he reports which might be interpreted as en- 
couraging, such as the large number of con- 
gregations, the high level of giving to the 
United Jewish Appeal, and the fine attendance 
at functions in the Temple vestry rooms, he 
explains away as effects of the Jews’ lack of 
security. 

But there are two things that could be 
wrong with the article, a summary of which 
appeared in last week’s Post. 


One is that the general fear psychosis which 
afflicts Jews of the South has tended to be dis- 
Sipated in the past decade. 

The other is that the trend towards inter- 
marriage has been arrested. 

The hope is that by now Southern Jews are 
beginning to make roots for themselves, to 
take pat in Southen life as a whole, and to be- 
come proud Jews, even creative ones, 

Anthropologists and sociologists study prim- 
itive society to find the fundamentals that still 
obtain in modern highly-compiex civilizations. 
What Harry Golden has shown of the South 
is only a miniature of what is true of Ameri- 
can Jews of the whole. 

But whether the picture is accurate as of 
today, and not accurate of the south of the

 epony te describe and differentiate Jews 
is no longer useful. Not only have almost 
99 per cent of U. S. Jewry been won over ta 
the acceptance of Zionism, but the distinction 
between non-Zionist and Zionist also has been 
obliterated. If at times all three categories 
Zionist, non-Zionist and anti-Zionist come to 
life again for a brief interlude, that only serves 
to prove our analysis. 

Another concept is needed which can serve 
to distinguish between various outlooks in the 
Jewish community. That concept is the Jew- 
ish people. 

Apply this as a criterion to individuals and 
to national Jewish organizations, and you will 
once again be able to distinguish among them. 

This concept is not a new one. 

When the issé of Zionism was being de- 
bated, the peoplehood of Israel served as the 
basis for asserting the need for Zionism. But 


this was an intellectual concept that became 
lost as Zionism became an emotional rather 
than an intellectual issue. 

But once again the concept of the peoplehood 
of Jews can be useful. The Zionist organiz- 
ations, at least those who believe in chalutziut, 
most certainly espouse this concept. The non- 
Zionists approach it with the same attitude as 
they did Zionism, and the anti-Zionists, an al- 
most extinct group, will be found in the class 
opposing the peoplehood idea. 

The new battleground then will be on this 
issue. Resolving it means overcoming the last 
major obstacle towards developing a mature 
U. S. Jewish community. Once the idea is ac- 
cepted, then ali the ideological oppositions to 
a creative U. S. Jewish community will have 
vanished. If it will require years to achieve 
this, it stil is a necessary hurdle that must 


be passed.

Community-Owned Versus Privately Owned Papers 


ECENTLY two local community-owned 
Angie-Jewish papers, both of consider. 
able merit, marked important anniversaries. 

Then too, beeause of the antagonism of 
Newark. which celebrated its fifth anniversary, 
and The Jewish Community Bulletin of San 
Francisco, which ended its sixth year of opera- 
tion. 

Since community-owned Anglo-Jewish publi- 
eations are relatively new to Jewish commu- 
nity life, the anniversaries offer an opportunity 
to examine the comparative value of these 
papers as against privately-owned Anglo- 
Jewish newspapers. 

For a time it seemed that the community- 
owned papers might be the answer to the prob- 
lem of the failure of private enterprise to pro- 
duce Jewish newspapers of a high enough cali- 
bre to warrant wide readership. 

This failure was due primarily to the dis- 
interest of many Jewish families in Jewish 
publications. This meant small circulations, 
which in turn meant inadequate advertising 
support. 

Then too, because of the antagonism of 
many Jewish families in the 1930s and the 
early 1940s to anything Jewish, the problem 
was aggravated. Those families which did not 
subscribe to Anglo-Jewish publications needed 
most the information and education they pro- 
vided. 

This situation led to the establishment in 
various parts of the U.S. of local community: 
ewned Anglo-Jewish weekly publications. 

For the most part the community-owned 
Angio-Jewish papers are well-edited. 

But they invariably suffer from a lack of 
the spark which makes a newspaper something 
vital and even breath-taking. 

On the editorial page especially, the hand 
of community-ownership weighs heavily. Even 
* under the most benign kind of supervision, this 
was inevitable, so that the editorials, like a 
good bit of the news, tended to tread on nobody’s 


toes. In other words, the paper almost natur- 
aHy sought the lowest commen denominator, 
offending no one as it sought to satisfy every- 
one. 

One of the better community-owned papers 
is The Jewish Exponent of Philadelphia. It 
offers the best example of the facelessness of 
community-owned papers because it can be 
compared with a local privately-owned Phila- 
deiphia Jewish Times, a crusading publication 
which sparkles under the ownership of Philip 
Klein. 

This editorial is in no way critical of the 
community-owned papers or their editors. It 
is aimed against the erroneous concepi that a 
community could own its own publication and 
still hope to publish it as a newspaper and not 
a house organ. : 

The local community-owned paper may do 
an educational job; it may even be entertain- 
ing# But by community ownership it almost 
inevitably loses the very essence that has been 
both the strength and the weakness of the 
press in a democracy. This is private initiative, 
and its absence reflects itself in the paper. Not 
even an expert is required to detect that some- 
thing is lacking in those community-owned 
papers. 

Fortunately the Anglo-Jewish papers are 
growing in influence and affluence. 

What seemed like a general trend towards 
community-ownership of local Anglo-Jewish 
papers has been arrested, both for reasons 
Stated above and because in many cases of the 
excessive cost to the community. 

The one solution is that of private owner- 

ship. 
This is the only answer. 
If Jewish communities would take the path 
of supporting these papers, they might sudden- 
ly find themselves being served with the kind 
of newspapers they have wanted. But until 
that time they will get the kind of newspapers 
they deserve,

Rabbi Agus Denies Conservative Stand on Sabbath Is ‘Hullabaloo’ 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I wish to protest most vigor- 
ously against the quotation 
from Rabbi Essrig’s _ bulletin, 
which you printed on the first 
page of your paper of Friday, 
Jan. 4, 1952. 

Referring to the campaign for 
the revitalization of the Sabbath 
the Conservative movement, 
saying, “The

It would 
ruin the Jewish community 
economically if we could succeed 
in establishing the ancient pro- 
hibitions that once obtained on 
this day.” 

This paragraph is unfair, even 
vicious and based upon misin- 
formation. Why do you have to 
go ransacking the country to 
pick out precisely those com- 
ments for publication, which 
show their authors up at their 
weakest and  worst?—Granted 
that no public figure completes 
his career without uttering some 
stupid remarks, must your paper 
specialize in picking out these 
wormy morsels and serve them 


as cultural fare to the American 
Jewish community? Must your 
paper be like the bad pupil de- 
scribed in the Ethics of the Fa- 
thers, who lets the sweet wine 
go and absorbs only the tasteless 
yeast? 

Now, as to the paragraph you 
quote. Our effort to restore the 
sanctity of the Sabbath is de- 
scribed as “Hullabaloo” and “a 
publicity angle.” As a matter 
of fact, we have. consisten‘ly 
avoided making use of publicity, 
even to further our goals. It so 
happens that I have been involv- 
ed in this undertaking from the 
very beginning. I can testify 
that we have consciously striven 
all along to keep our persistent 
educational efforts from receiv- 
ing any, even legitimate public- 
ity. We bent over backwards, in 
the endeavor to penetrate he- 
neath the shallow’ exterior, 
which, alas, passes for “Jewish 
news” so frequently. 

You, as the editor, can testify 
from personal knowledge that 
you were not able to obtain in- 
formation concerning our effort, 
in its early stages, precisely be- 
cause we sought to labor without 
the glare of publicity.

TYPIFY ‘CIRCULAR REFORM THINKING’ 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 
Although I was extremely hap- 
py to learn that we Orthodox 
Jews had succeeded in frighten- 
ing the mighty Council of Jew- 
ish Federations and Welfare 
Funds out of their collective 
wits, I was even happied to dis- 
cover that Reform Rabbi Essrig 
had retained sufficient command 
of his, long enough to give the 
readers of the NJP a typical ex- 
ample of the circular kind of 
Reform thinking (known in pro- 
fessional circles as the ‘‘Cincin- 
nati Four Step’’ . which (1) 
fights any revival of Traditional 
Jewish forms so that (2) it can 
maintain the premise that Tra- 
ditional Judaism in America is 
dead which (3) necessitates the 
“Reforms” of the High Priests 
of the movement which (4) 
weans Jews even further away 
from the attitudes, knowledge 
and practices of historic Ju- 
daism ... and so back to (2). 
As usual, the starting point 
for Reform Rabbi Essrig is a 
good, wholesome Jewish one 
with which we must all agree.’ 
He was “chagrined because of 
the poor attendance at the Con- 
vention Sabbath services” 
(foisted on this helpless group 
of “dedicated men and women” 
by a “medievalist” Orthodox 
pressure group). 
A truly sad situation! But what 
is the good Rabbi’s remedy? All 
the magic formulae in the worn 


bag-of-tricks of the American 
Rabbinate “Short” services, 
“integrated” program, ‘“promi- 
nent” speakers, “development” 


of a new ritual—and this is the 
approach which he chooses to 
call, “honest and courageous”! 

Of course, it is neither! It is 
not honest because it evades the 
basic issue. Instead of attract- 
ing people to worship it so su- 
garcoats and modifies the serv- 
ices until it is no longer Jewish 
worship. 

It is high time we realized 
that Traditional worship is an 
art—a skill which can ony be 
acquired by the worshipper 
through effort and _ concentra- 
tion, even as*- appreciation of 
any of life’s higher experiences 
must be ¢éultivated. 

Those of our people who have 
become estranged from the syn- 
agogue must be taught the “art 
of Prayer” as communion with

ices into “symposiums, lectures 
and pane] discussions.” 

Nor is this approach courage- 


ous! Certainly we must all 
“face the facts,” but whereas 
Reform accepts the facts, Or- 


thodoxy seeks to change them. 
For what are these facts?—“that 
our people work and ride and 
cook on the Sabbath.” But these 
are simply modes of human be- 
havior based upon convenience, 


ignorance and insensitivity to 
Jewish tradition. Reform and 
Rabbi Essrig “courageously” 


accept them as criteria of right 
and wrong. Orthodoxy with its 
historic sense knows that this 
is a temporary condition of his- 
toric circumstances which can 
be changed, slowly, through 
painstaking training and _  edu- 
cation. 

Woe to Jewish History if 
Mattathias and Judah Maccabee 
would have “courageously faced 
the facts” of Hellenism a la Ess- 
rig! 

It is amazing that Reform 
Rabbi Essrig should still believe 
that preposterous canard that, 
“the time is long passed that we 
can observe the Sabbath in the 
Traditional manner.” Come, 
come, Rabbi Essrig—“face the 
facts”! Thousands of American- 
born men and women are doing 
it every Sabbath. As for the risk 


which is described in the diction- 


ary as “a loud and_ confused 
noise.” Our voice has not been 
loud, as all your readers will 


testify, since they have scarcely 
read of it in your paper. Nor 
has it been confused. Our posi- 
tion has been made crystal-clear 
in a responsum which was print- 
ed in the Proceedings of the 
Rabbinical Assembly, and in all 
our literature. 

We stated, firstly, that the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath is not 
a matter of choosing between

I refer our readers to Dr. Hes- 
chel’s magnificent new _ book, 
“The Sabbath” for an idea of 
what the spirit of the Sabbath 
really is, so that they may 
judge for themselves who in 
Jewish life really is making a 
“mockery and travesty of the 
Sabbath.” 

In all honesty, however, there 
is one point in which I agree 
with Reform Rabbi Essrig— 
when he says, “we have fallen 
victim to a strange division be- 
tween the secular and the sa- 
cred.” It is true that Tradition 
never recognized an essential di- 
vision between the two. There is 
one difference, however, whereas 
our Sages attempted to elevate 
everything to the sacred, Re- 
form Rabbis seem bent upon 
reducing everything to the secu- 
lar.

FEW Saturdays ago in Haifa, there were two political meet- 
A ings in the same morning—one arranged by the General Zion- 
ists, with Joseph Heftman as main speaker, the other by the Pro- 
gressives, with Moshe Kol and Moshe Goldstein as the speakers. 

My mind was made up for me by the General Zionists, and 
I went to the Progressive meeting. 

It was this way: I ran into Heftman, who is 
editor of Haboker, at the Zion Hotel and shook 
hands with him, intending to start some friend- 
ly chat. But General Zionist Haifa-ites, some of 
whom are members of the Municipal Council, 
who were present, began shooting polite dirty 
looks in my direction (General Zionists, as a 
class, like all Conservatives everywhere, are 
courteous; the only exception is Israel Rokach, 
who has manners worse than a Mapainik). 

The reason the General Zionists were so 
politely unfriendly is that they look upon me 
as Abba Khoushy’s man and probably, a secret, if not an open 
member of Mapai. (Some of my best friends in New York think 
likewise). 

So I went to hear Moshe Kol. To my surprise I found a large 
crowd in the large hall. The Progressives lately must have swal- 
lowed some Vitamin E pills. Or else, it was Benjamin Akzin who 
put some pep into them.

HE PROGRESSIVES did poorly at the polls in July but rese 

in stature after the elections. They insisted on a broad coal- 
ition including the General Zionists, although they were not ready 
to support all the demands of the latter. 

When the negotiations broke down, and Ben-Gurion formed a 
government without the General Zionists, he invited the Pra- 
gressives to join, but they refused. Thus, they became the only 
party free from the taint of putting a job in the Cabinet above 
what they consider the good of the country. Lately, Nahum Gold- 
mann, on his visit to Israel, tried to persuade them—probably, at 
the request of Ben-Gurion—to reconsider their position and join 
the Cabinet, but they refused.

* DO NOT quite agree with the position of the Progressives (and, 
incidentally, most of the rank-and-file of Mapai and nearly half 
ef its leadership) that what this country needs is a broad coalition 
of all parties. 

I am inclined to think that one strong party in the government 
and another strong party in the opposition, with a comprehensive 
alternate program, such as we have in the United States, in Eng- 
land and in Canada, is a much healthier thing than the eonstant 
horse-trading and push-me-pull-you going on between several par- 
ties in partnership in the same government. But I do admire the 
sober, decent attitude and the dignified tone of the Progressives. 

Whether or not my friend Benjamin Akzin (formerly of New 
York, now Dean of the Law Faculty at the Hebrew University) 
had anything to do with that particular position, I don’t know. 
But he is a shrewder politician than most Progressive leaders 
I know.

MERICAN critics have been 
impressed by the impos- 
ing size of the labors of Van 
Wyck Brooks, who, with the re- 
cent publication of “The Confi- 
dent Years” has completed his 
five-volume work on American 
literary-critical-sociological his- 
tory. What will be their reac- 
tion to the ambitious undertak- 
ing, now nearing completion, of 
Dr. Salo Baron? The Columbia 
University Press has announced, 
simultaneous with its  publica- 
tion of the first two reissued and 
revised volumes of Dr. Baron’s

books are to come.

BLOCH PUBLISHING Com- 
pany is preparing to give the 
American-Jewish reading public 
an interesting series of books 
for juveniles—and one rather 
unusual cook book.

Strauss icily refused to 
say a word in condemnation of 
Hitler (as non-Jewish Ambassa- 
dor Dodd already had done from 
Berlin, and non-Jewish Ambas- 
sador Bingham likewise had 
done in London) on the grounds 
that the U. S. had no right to 
interfere in the internal affairs 
of Germany. 

Landau reminded Strauss that 
Hitler was bent upon exterm- 
inating the Jews, but Strauss re- 
torted that that still didn’t make 
it an American affair, especially 
since the U. S. was not going to 
open its doors to the victims. 

When Landau made further 
protests, Strauss silenced him 
by saying sharply, “I represent 
the U. S., not the Jews!”

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Council Bids Committee Joint Body May Run 
To Confer On Zionism N.Y. Bond Sale, U.J.A. 


NEW YORK (NJP)—An open invitation to the American Jewish 
Committee to enter into “discussioffs” with it was extended by 
The American Council for Judaism, anti-Zionist body, it was dis- 
closed this week. 

The invitation was made by resolution passed at the executive 
committee of the Council last November in Dallas 

The resolution was printed in the December issue of The 
Council News, organ of the Council, which is just being circulated. 

The full resolution reads: 

“1. We welcome the resolution on Israel adopted by the 
American Jewish Committee’s Executive Committee on October 
14, 1951, and hope for its early and complete implementation. 

“2. We would wholeheartedly reciprocate any indication 
by the American Jewish Committee that it favored discussions 
of areas of agreement now possibly existing between the two 
organizations with a view toward coordination of effort to 
achieve commonly desired objectives. 

“3. In any case, the American Council for Judaism will 
steadfastly continue and, where possible, increase its efforts to 
advance the principles for which it was organized and has 
labored.” 

While extending the invitation, speakers at the regional con 
ference which preceded the executive committee meeting, blamed 
the non-Zionists for aiding in the creation of Israel. 

“Organized Zionism is not the sole transmission belt of Israel- 
centered ‘Jewish’ nationalism,” declared Elias R. Kaufman, of Lake 
Charles, La., one of the principal speakers. 

“Non-Zionists supported the Balfour Declaration (‘a national 
home for the Jewish people’). Non-Zionists participated in the 
Enlarged Jewish Agency for Palestine. Non-Zionists worked ac- 
tively to create ‘the Jewish state’. 

Rights of U. S. Jews May Be Jeopardized 

Kaufman, who discussed the World Zionist Congress held last 
summer in Jerusalem, charged that the principles embodied in the 
resolutions passed at the congress “if allowed to be operative in 
our lives .. . will have an effect upon our rights as U. S. citizens 
and in participation of such rights conferred by said citizenship.” 

Kaufman also charged the Zionists with seeking “to gain con- 
trol of all organized Jewish life; to complete Zionist domination 
of ail Jewish philanthropy and so on.” 

The non-Zionists were attacked by Kaufman for aiding in this 
process. 

“Non-Zionists,” he asserted, “by this support of Zionist-Israeli 
national funds, are effectively helping Zionists to starve religious, 
educational and welfare institutions of American Jews and are 
contributing to the ‘liquidation of the Diaspora’ even though they 
#ersonally have no intention of migrating to Israel.” 

The same issue of The Council News contained a reprint of a 
talk made by Dr. Paul Hutchinson, editor of The Christian Cen- 
tury, which has been notable for its anti-Zionist stand, on the 
theory of cultural pluralism. 

Explaining that he meant by this term “a population divided 
into racial or religious groups, and these kept just as separated 
irom each other as is possible—meeting, in fact, only in the ines- 
capable ecenomic exchanges of the marketplace,” Dr. Hutchinson 
criticized Zionism “by implication for its identification with the 
pluralstie approach to the problems of American Jews.” 

Deplores Pressure On U, S. Foreign Policy 

The editor deplored “Zionist pressure on U. S. foreign policy 
as possibly causing this country to lose the support of the entire 
Middle East.’ 

Giving the American Council credit for “having always seen and 
resisted the folly of this policy,” Dr. Hutchinson blamed. it on 
“some American Zionists.” He charged that these Zionists by 
“their unremitting pressure on our government for loans, gifts 
and other forms of extra-ordinary help for Israel in a measure 
tar beyond that offered any of her neighbors . .. are spreading 
the idea in the Middle East that the U. S. will offer the Israeli 
government the guarantee of our power that Israel’s future shall 
be made secure and her ambitions satisfied no matter what effect 
the policies of the Israeli government may have on the rest of the 
Middle East.”

Asserting what is obviously 
official B’nai B'rith policy, Belth 
stated categorically that “the 
specific recommendations of the 
Maciver Report were “unaccept- 
able to us.” 

INTENT NOT CLEAR 

As for the report of the Eval- 
uation Committee, Belth assert- 
ed that its recommendations 
were “couched in such general 
terms that their real intent is 
not clear.” He said the ADL is 
ready “to consider a _ practical, 
detailed, and clearly stated set 
of recommendations” if such 
were placed before it. 

But he insisted that the B’nai 
B’rith had not committed itself 
to anything further. 

In fact, he pointed out, even 
at the plenum of the National 
Community Relations Advisory 
Council which, according to the 
present agreement, must be held 
before June 15 of this year, the 
ADL’s right of dissent from any 
action taken “would not be pre- 
judiced.” 

(The NCRAC, the coordinat- 
ing agency in the civic defense 
field, and its Committee on Eval- 
uation of the Maclver Report, is 
now studying (NJP, Nov. 30, 
1951) specific recommendations 
for implementing the provisions 
agreed upon by all members of 
the NCRAC, including the ADL.

DEFEND RABBI MESCH ON XMAS, 
CITE ‘GOOD’ USE OF ENERGY 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Our attention has been called 
jo a letter which appeared in 
the Jan. 11 issue of The Jewish 
Post from one, George E. Acker- 
man, a “South Carolina merch- 
ant.” This letter attacks the po- 
sition of Rabbi Abraham J. 
Mesch, of Temple Beth-El, Bir- 
mingham, Ala., that the _at- 
tempts by Jews to halt the ob- 
servance of Christian holidays 
in the public schools are “wasted 
energy in the wrong direction.” 


Mr. Ackerman also decries the 
statement by Rabbi Mesch, 
“Show me one Jewish child who 
has been converted to  Chris- 
tanity because of this,” as a de- 
featist attitude. In the name of 
honesty and fair play, we should 
now recall exactly what Rabbi 
Mesch is quoted to have said in 
the very article upon’ which 
George Ackerman commented. 

In your issue of Dec. 28, 1951, 
Rabbi Mesch did say that “the 
only constructive effort that 
Jews about the nation should 
lend their energies is to 
strengthen the fences of each 
Jewish home.” He further said 
in that same article: “Make the 
Jewish home strong. Make it so 
strong that children in it will be 
immune to any Christian influ- 
ence in the public schools.” What 
kind of man is this Mr. Acker- 
man who deliberately omitted 
from its context the very point 
of Rabbi Mesch’s article? 

If one were to read Mr. Acker- 
man’s letter in your Jan. 11 is- 
sue, ONe would never dream that 
George Ackerman was acquain- 
ted with Rabbi Abraham J. 
Mesch, or Temple Beth-E] or the 
Birmingham Jewish community. 
One would have no way of know- 
ing that this Mr. Ackerman was 
at one time and for a period of 
eight or nine years a Hebrew 
teacher in Temple Beth-El, of 
which Rabbi Mesch has been its 
rabbi for more than _ sixteen 
years, nor would anyone have 
any way of knowing that this 
Mr. George A. left the services 
of Temple Beth-E] under circum- 
stances which need not be dis- 
cussed at this time. 

Even a cursory. reading of 
Rabbi Mesch’s remarks, as re- 
ported in The Post, would indi- 
cate that the Rabbi does not con- 
done the celebration of Christ- 
mas in our public school system. 
In fact, as he stated, he “abhor- 
red the idea that Jewish children 
are often made to sing Christ- 


mas carols and to participate in 
Christian religious programs in 
the public schools.” 

For the past sixteen years, 
Rabbi Mesch: has labored _ to 
strengthen traditional Judaism 
within our midst. Our Congrega- 
tion boasts of a large Hebrew 
school and Sunday school. He 
has been instrumental in organ- 
izing a nursery day schoo] in 
order to counteract the  non- 
Jewish influences to which our 
children are exposed at certain 
Seasons of the year. Our adult 
education program is indeed ex- 
emplary. 

We do not dispute the right 
of anyone to take issue on the 
question of Yuletide celebrations 
in the public schools. We do, 
however, strongly resent anyone 
deliberately misrepresenting 
what Rabbi Mesch did say by 
taking his words out of context. 

We still more strongly object 
to the fact that Mr. Ackerman, 


who knows Rabbi ‘Mesch “and 
who knows how distasteful 
Christmas carols and other non- 
Jewish practices are to hm, 
should be permitted to use the 
columns of a_ respected and 
widely circularized Anglo-Jew- 
ish paper such as The National 
Jewish Post, under the guise of 
“Jewish interest,” to give vent 
to his long-submerged  resent- 
ment against the circumstances 
which caused him to leave the 
services of Temple Beth-El. 

On Jan. 27, our Temple will 
be celebrating the dedication of 
a new Educational Center Build- 
ing, erected at a cost of ap- 
proximately $200,000, for the 
purpose of indoctrinating our 
children with the eternal veri- 
ties of our Faith. It is on this 
kind of work that Rabbi Mesch 
and Temple Beth-El have been 
wasting their energies.

and I shall attempt to review 
such material here in that light. 

Each book is not only a work 


in itself, 


other material in the field, some- 
times as a continuation, some- 
times as an addition. Thus, 


novels of Jewish American life 
form a part of a growing litera- 
ture which includes such books 
as The Rise of Abraham Levin- 
sky, Call It Sleep, The Singer- 
manns, The Old Bunch, but each 
book is all too often presented 
and reviewed as though it were 
an anomaly. In relationship to 
other works in American litera- 
ture, they are often presented as 
“regional,” not so much geo- 
praphically, as psychologically. 
They are considered as belong- 
ing to a bystream. This attitude 
is to be viewed with suspicion. 

Even in the Jewish population, 
there has been a laggardness in 
the realization that we have a 
literature here. The name “Jew- 
ish book” connotes something 
foreign and past. 

For example, in lecturing dur- 
ing Jewish Book Month in var- 
jous communities, I encountered 
the poster sent out for that event 
by the National Jewish Welfare 
Board. Drawn by the late Arthur 
Szyk, it was quite a fine ex- 
ample of his intricate illumina- 
tion-effect and of his reverence 
for things Jewish. It portrayed 
an old babutchka nodding over a 
tome, a bearded scholar peering 
into an ancient volume, and a 
young boy who looked somehow 
outlandish, somehow like the 
good little boy who studies 
harder in cheder than in public 
school, engrossed in a mysterious 
heavy book that certainly con- 
tained no pictures. 

In other words, the whole ef- 
fect of this poster was to suggest 
that Jewish books are to be 
studied as part of the tradition 
of the past. Unintentionally, the

What Ornitz has attempted is 
a panoramic novel of the deve- 
lopment of a group of East Side 
characters, from their childhood 
at the turn of the century to 
young maturity in World War I. 
Children of East-European im- 
migrants, they rapidly lose relig- 
ious identification, emerge as soc- 
ialist-atheists, agnostics, or non- 
attached Jews whose identity is 
chiefly in love of Jewish food 
and in herdins with other Jews 
because it is easier than mixing 
with gentiles, 

The chief character is Saal 
Kramer, who is deeply influe- 
enced by an uncle -who writes 
“radical” articles for one of the 
Yiddish papers, who grows up 
to become a social worker at- 
tached to the courts, and has his 
most gratifying success in a case 
involving anti-Negro attitudes, 

Saal has a ‘series of love af- 
his childhood sweetheart 
power and money 
and becomes a leading fashion- 
creator; his “good pal” girl is 
left because of his passionate at- 
tachment to a young Irish 
dancer. In the end, the Irish girl 
is unable to overcome her early 
conditioning, and leaves him to 
become a nun caring for incur- 
ables. There are other inter-mar- 
riages, more successful; indeed 
the book somehow leaves the im- 
pression that with a group inter- 
marriage was the more frequent 
pattern. 

But aside from such minor 
lapses from typicality, Bride of 
the Sabbath is a solid, import- 
ant work, warmly and often 
beautifully written, and one of 
the very few books of our times 
which views Jewish American 
life through mature understand- 
ing.

I AST week I attended the dinner marking the 35th anniversary § 
of the establishment of the Histadruth Ivrith, the Hebrew 
Culture Federation of America. 


Many of those in the audience were business or professional 
men who thus gave indication of their “approval” of Hebrew 
culture. But the central figures were the zealots. Outwardly they 
looked like their neighbors. Those who knew better, however, 
realized that they were fanatical, single-minded madmen, keeping 
alive the spark of an ideal. " 

The number of American Jews who can read, write or speak 
Hebrew is pitifully small. 

There were many in the audience the other night who knewh 
no Hebrew at all, but this served to underline the magnitude of 
the task which the devoted servants of Hebrew culture have 
assumed. For they are confident that the day will come when 
American Jewry will accept the Hebrew tongue as its own and 
make of it a powerful agency for the transmission and perpetu 
ation of Jewish values, 

They have been at it for thirty-five years, these stubborn 
Hebraists, and they are not easily discouraged. 

The roster of those who were active in the movement at its 
inception sounds very much like the roster at a meeting in 1952, 
Several generations have grown to manhood during the organiza! 
tion’s lifetime, including many who were schooled in the ancient 
yet again modern tongue, but few of them have been harnessed 
to the service of the ideal.
